1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

This amendment corrects a typographical error. Claim 30 has been indicated as 
both canceled and previously presented in the amendment filed 8/20/07. No new matter 
is added by the amendment. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The rejections of claims 1-10, 21 , 23, and 39 in the office action mailed 6/1/07 
have been withdrawn in light of applicant's cancellation of those claims in the 
amendment of 8/20/07. 

3. Claims 11-13, 30-34, and 36-37 are allowed for the reasons set forth in 
paragraph 6 of the office action mailed 6/1/07. Applicant had presented a rule 132 
declaration by Tynik, dated 3/12/07. Paragraph 3 of the declaration persuasively argues 
that it would not have been obvious to use oil-soluble tungstates in oil-based lubricating 
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compositions to achieve an analogous corrosion inhibiting effect to that described by 
Kuwamoto (US. Pat. No. 4,626,367) for water-soluble tungstates in aqueous lubricants. 
Specifically, the declaration states that the oil-soluble tungstates do not dissociate into 
tungstate ions even when dissolved in oil.
